FIGHTING LESSENS. 
Today after yesterday’s counter- 
attacks there has not been any fight- 
‘ing on a wide scale, and actions have 
been confined to local onsets, but the 
news of the day is that we have re- 
taken Moeuvres. As I ventured to 
foretell, there is so much historia! 
detall to tell I have hardly the space 
to give glimpses Of pictures of war 
as I see them on the ground we cap- 
tured during the recent Ways, and 
yet, as I pass through these placeg 
beyond Bapaume and Peronne on 
long journeys through these villages, 
which were fought for so stubborn- 
ly by men whose battles I tell too 
briefly, I am always much moved by 
the desire to get something of it 
down in words, so that people who 
do not come this way may see in 
their mind’s eye a panorama of this 
battle ground and the movement of 
our men to me, so familiar with it 
all, it ie still astounding and terri- 
ble, this vast stretch of recovered 
country, where the grass grows yel- 
low and coarse among th tall this- 
tles, and where on every yard of it 
for thirty miles in depth there are 
relics of battles that have been 
fought within the last few weeks. 
Mingled with those that fought 
long ago, new features have been 
added to this vast landscape of war 
since we were there before that aw- 
ful day of March 21, from which 
we date all happenings now. We 
had thousands of neat little nissen- 
huts all over this country, as habi- 
tats for our men, and now most of 
them have been smashed like match 
boxes, and their iron sheeting and 
wooden boardings torn to bits like 
great pieces of brown paper, and lie 
strewn everywhere, old ruins, which 
we knew, because there were high 
and jagged walls left here and there, 
or houses pierced by shell holes, but 
still standing, or German pill boxes 
with massive concrete blocks, which 
had not n overthrown, have al- 
tered in ape and crumpled to 
Smaller size, or piled up in wilder 
chaés of broken masonry.

21.—In the 
general discussion by the German 
newspapers of parliamentary reform 
and cabinet changes, officials here 
think they see the beginning of an- 
other phase of the German peace 
offensive. As in 1917, when the 
prospects of German success were 
dark and it appeared that some con- 
cessions would have to be made to 
meet the demands of the Allies and 
America, it is believed the German 


Socialistic and Liberal parties to 
agitate for such a change in the 
form of the German government as 
will make it truly representative of 
the will of the people. 

A year ago, and the same condi- 
tions are arising again in Germany, 
the military and autocratic ele- 
ments, thoroughly alarmed at the 
growing strength of the demands for 
a Cabinet responsible to the Reichs- 
tag alone, sought to weaken the 
movements by selecting certain 
prominent members of the legisla- 
tive parties for membership in the 
Cabinet. Thus it was hoped to avoid 
the abandonment through a consti- 
tional change of the right of the 
throne to name these state counsel- 


Nothing developed, however, of 
the manner in which this partial 
concession was viewed by the Allied 
powers and America; if this was rep- 
resentative government in the sense 
regarded as being necessary to peace 
negotiations, there was no expression 
of opinion. 4 

So it is believed that the present 
discussion of parliamentary form in 
Germany again is insincere on the 
part of the government, which does 
not contemplate any real abandon- 
ment of power for right of selection 
of the Cabinet. In the official view 
here, with the tide running strongly 


people in a depressed and dangerous 
state of mind, the ruling military 
party finds it necessary to attempt to 
delude not only the Allies but the 
mass of the German people into 
the belief that they are willing to 
make so much of a movement to- 
wards peace as can be met by the 
selection of a party Cabinet. 

Hence the invitation to the Social- 
it conveyed through the government 
offfvial organ Germania to name one 
or more Cabinet members; a sugges- 
ton which that party views with 
suspicion as carrying responsibility 
without power and as binding them 


to the waning fortunes of the govern- 
ment with which they ha little 
sympathy. 


Officials here are viewing the dis- 
cussion with cynical interest, con- 
vinced that there is yet no real in- 
tention on the part of the militarists 
to yield their control ＋ represena- 
tives chosen by popular will and that 
the fact will be so apparent that 
neither the German people them- 
selves nor the Allies can be deceived 
in regarding this movement as 
anything more than a development 
in a German peace offensive.

called upon all Allied and neutral 
nations to consider what they may 
40 to impress upon the Bolsheviki 
the aversion with which the civilized 
world regards their wanton crimes. 

By direction of President Wilson, 
Secretary Lansing dispatched in- 
structions to every American diplo- 
matic representative in the foreign 


capitals. 
The action aligns the United States 
with that of Great Britain and 
France in declaring the Bolsheviki 
responsible for the murders, crime 
and excesses which have shocked the 
world, outlaws and public enemies. 
Whatever action may be decided 
upon by the nations, separately or 
in concert, it is made clear, will be 
quite apart from the prosecution of 
the war against Germany. 
WILSON’S INSTRUCTIONS. 
The instructions to the United 
States representatives at foreign cap- 
itals follow: 
“This government is in r 
ceipt of information fro 
reliable sources revealing that 
the \peaceable Russian citizens 
of Moscow, Petrograd and oth- 
er cities are suffering fr an 
openly avowed campaign of 
marked terrorism and are sub- 
ject to wholesale executions... 
Thousends of persons have 
been shot without even a form 
of trial; ill-administered pris- 
ons are filled beyond capacity 
and every night scores of Rus- 
sian citizens are recklessly put 
to death; and irresponsible- 
bands are venting their brutal 
passions in the daily massacre 
of untold innocents. 1 
“In view of the earnest de- 
sire of the people of the United 
States to befriend the Russian 
people and lend all possible 
assistance in their struggle to 


reconstruct their nation upon 
principles of democracy and 
self-government and acting 
therefore solely in the interest 
of the Russian ple tem- 
selves, this rnment feels 
that it cannot be sile or re- 


frain from expressing its horror 
at thig state of terrorism. 
Furthermore, it believes that in 
order to check the further in- 
crease of the indiscriminate 
Slaughter of Russian citizens 
all civilized nations should 
register their abhorrence of 
such barbarism. — 

“You will inquire, therefore, 
whether the government to 
which you are accredited will 
be disposed to take some im- 
mediate action which is entirely 
devoid from the atmosphere of . 
belligerency and the conduct of 
the war, to impress upon the 
perpetrators of these crimes 
the aversion with which civil- 
ization regards their present 
wanton acts.” 
The reported action of the Bol- 
sheviki in effecting an alliance with 
Germany for offense and defense is 
an added cause for the step: 

Official reports from Russia, many 
coming through neutral countries, 
have recited revolting acts that 
have astounded and shocked the 
world, The reien of terror has 
already greatly hindered the efforts 
of the United States to alleviate an 
impending famine in Russia, as it 
is Impossible to furnish much 
needed supplies to that part of the 


country under Bolsheviki control 
without actually feeding the Ger- 
man army and the German 
populace. 


It is.conceded there its enough 
food in Southdastern Russia and 
Western Siberia to feed all the Rus- 
sian people if a means of distribu- 
tion could be effected to keep the 
supplies from falling into German 
hands. 

The alliance between the Bolshe- 
vists and Germany presents a dan- 


gerous situation to the All in that 


it may afford Germany oppor- 
tunity greatly to increase her wan- 
ing man power. 

Secretary Lansing today relter- 
ated that the efforts of American 
troops at Vladwostok and Archangel 
were solely to aid the Czecho-

way to interfere with the internal 
affairs of Russia. 

The conduct of the Bolsheviki 
against which today’s protest was 
directed, is considered an entirely 
separate phase of the Russian situa- 
tion. 

A protest which the United States 
made some years ago to Turkey 
against the Armenian massacres is 
a precedent for today’s action. At 
that time the Armenians were being 
massacred by the Turks as indis- 
criminately as Russians now are 


being executed. 

is country, voicing its protest, 
called upon Turkey to put an end to 
the massacres and asked the re- 
mainder of the civilized world to 
join in the protest. Germany be- 
came alarmed at the tinte at the at- 
titude of the world and used its in- 
fluence, then practically paramount 
in Turkey, to stop the massacres, 
and the Armenian people. were 
saved for a time. 

The situation in Russia, however, 
is regarded by officials of the 
American government as even more 
serious than was that of the 
Armenians. Russians are being 
executed, by wholesale dally upon 
the slightest pretext or upon no 
pretext at all. The accusation that 
a citizen, Russian or alien, may be 
opposed to the Bolshevik rule, 
actually is sufficient excuse for his 
execution. 

It is known that the Russian peo- 
ple as a whole are opposed to the 
Lenine and Trotzky regime, but are 
kept in subjection by the terrorists. 
And it is to save these loyal Rus- 
sians that the United States has 
called upon the civilized world to 
take immediate action. 

END RED TERROR, APPEAL.

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 21.—At a re- 
cent meeting of the members of the

After talking with this German 
professor I obtained authoritative 
figures as to the German man power 
on the western front. They show 
the German command has about 
600,000 fewer men on this front than 
it had in April, and the general 
quality is much poorer, due not only 
to the fact that Germany had to 
geek recruits from inferior physical 
classes but also to the fact that the 
German army morale is at a lower 
point now than during any time of 
the war. 

RESERVES DIMINISHED. 

But far more significant than the 
reduction of 600,000 the number of 
German effectives on the western 
fromt is the fact that whereas, just 
before Germany started her offen- 
sives last March, the German com- 
mand had twenty-seven fresh divi- 
sions out of the line as mass maneu- 
ver and fully rested. It has today 
just thirteen such divisions and his 
reserves are not grouped as then, 
but are now scattered all along the 
western front, due largely to fear of 
the Americans. 

On the western front Germany has 
204 divisions which are being main- 
tained at an average strength of 
15,000 by the most herolc efforts by 
combing out civilian war workers. 
This gives a total of 3,060,000. One 
may take the well-known estimated 
French and English strength and 
add that total of nearly 2,000,000 
Americans in France to see what 
preponderating man-power strength 
the Allies have or will have as soon 
as these Americans all get in fight- 
ing trim. 

REBUILDING DIVISIONS. 

Of the 204 German divisions on 
the western front, 114 are in line, 
thirteen have had a month or more 


fof rest and seventy-one are in the 


back areas being rebuilt after being 
chewed up by the British and French 
front. There are perhaps twenty of 
these seventy-one divisions in shape 
and could be thrown into the fight 
in a pinch. Of thirteen reserve di- 
visions in good shape, three rate 
first-class six second-class, two third- 
class and two fourth-class. 

All the divisions on the western 
front have been engaged in battle 
since’ July 15. Ot the he 114 divisions 
in line, the army group of Crown 
Prince Rupprecht has thirty-two; 
Von Boehn has thirty-two; the 
Crown Prince has twenty-two; Von 
Gallwits has twelve, d Duke Al- 
brecht has sixteen. on Gallwitz 
and Duke Albrecht command the 
front from Verdun to the Swiss bor- 
der. It was Von Gallwitz who was 
whipped by Pershing when the 
Americans took St. Mihiel salient. 

Divisions in reserve were scattered 
all over the front without indication 
of any concentration. It is worth 
noticing that recently in hard pres- 


sure for men the German command 


has been putting into the fight divi- 
sions with only a very short rest in 
order to conserve thirteen rested 
divisions. This was evidently in or- 
der to have them for emergency.

FROM CHINA IS URGED. 


TWO WORKERS WANT. | 
ED TO REPLACE AMERICANS 
NOW WEARING KHAKI. 


[EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 
SYRACUSE (N. Y.) Sept. 21.— 
The War Industries Board is con- 
templating the Importation of 2,000,- 
990 Chinese laborers and thousands 
of German prisoners to do work in 
this country formerly performed by 
the men now in our army, declared 
C. A. Otis of Washington, head of 
the conservation and resources bu- 
reau of the industry ‘board, before 
the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Gear Manufacturers’ Association 
today. 

Mr. Otis made the following state- 
ment when questioned by delegates 
as to what steps the government was 


caused by heavy drafts under the 
selective service law. 

“There is nothing America is go- 
ing to be so shy of in the future as 
laborers. The employment of wom- 
en and girls will not meet the short- |, 
age, because there are not .enough 
workers of the fair sex to go around. 
“What has to happen must hap- 
pen: the time will come when or- 
ganized labor will throw up its hands 
and surrender. They will have no 
other resource, as they will find they 
cannot go on. And that will be our 
opportunity. Foreign labor is essen- 
tial. We are out to win the war, 
and we cannot permit organized la- 
bor to tell us how We are to lose it 
instead. 

“Personally I am in favor ef im- 
porting 2,000,000 Chinese, and let 
me say such a step is seriously re- 
ceiving consideration by many mem- 
bers of the war industry boards. 
“You cannot take 4,000,000 men 
and place them in khaki without 
materially affecting the labor mar- 
ket, and that is what has happened 
and will continue to happen. : 
“I also advocate the importatio 
ef German prisoners. Personally I 
cannot think of any more pleasing 
prospects than 2 have 200 Huns 
working for me, with a gun in my 
hand and none in their's. I think 
I would greatly enjoy it. 

“The Boche captives could be 
brought over in the transports now 
returning empty. The submarines 
would be less liable to sink them, 
and if they did—well, we would care 
less. 

“The war may be over soon, but 
we must not permit ourselves to 
dwell upon thet. We must prepare 
as if the end was not in sight, as if 
the struggle would continue indef- 
initely. We must think, eat, breathe, 
work and live for war until the Hun 
is defeated.”’

OUR WAR WORK. 


Plans for Co-ordination will 
Affect Entire Country. 

W oman’s Committee Affairs to 
be Combined. | 


City Activities will Have One 
General Headquarters. 


Mrs. Herbert A. Cable, chairman 
of the California Women’s Commit- 
tee of Councils of National and State 
Defense, has received a telegram 
from Dr. Anna Howard Shaw an- 
nouncing the consolidation of the 
work of the women’s national and 
State councils of defense throughout 
the country. 

From the beginning, the. consoll- 
dation had been in effect in Califor- 
nia, but in other parts of the country 


they had been doing separate work. 
The Woman's Committee of the 


Council of National Defense had 15,- 
732 units throughout th nited 
States, which will now wor nder 


the general direction of a field di- 
vision of the Council of National 
Defense, of which Secretary of the 
Interior Lane is chairman. This 
will centralize in Washington all of 
the planning and direction of for- 
merly unrelated war work activi- 
ties, 

The plans announced from Wash- 


ington emphasize the importance of 


the work of co-ordination of war 
activities which is being carried on 
in California under Director Charles 
C. Moore of the State Council of 
Defense, and under him here by R. 
W. Pridham, chairman of the Los 
Angeles division of the State council. 
Gradually ell the local war activities 
are being centered at the building 
occupied by the State council at No.

STATIONS AT CORNERS. 


During the drive for clothing.

)quest from the government for the 
clothing for Belgians for the coming 
winter Was made to the Red Cross 
Shop and the salvage department.

It has been customary, in this 
Red Cross Shop, to send some cloth- 
ing to French and to Belgian suf- 
fers, all along; but every effort is 
concentrated now upon this work. 
No local sales of woolen clothing 
from the Red Cross Shop are to be 
made during the drive. Every gar- 
ment for the Belgians! This is the 
slogan of the hour. 

One hundred tons of clothing. 
Were I a statistician I would tell 
how many times around Los Ange- 
les, how many times to Pasadena 
and return, 100 tons of clothing 
would reach; but I will only say that 
our 100 tons will reach as far as 
Belgium, and that it will give joy 
to the hearts of those Red Cross 
workers who are so patiently doing 
their big bit, and that it will dis- 
tribute comfort among that long- 
suffering people who offered them- 
selves as 4 living sacrifice in the 
cause of human liberty, thereby do- 
ing more than their full share in 
the world’s great struggle.

side San Diego Bay. Before the 
war, the fort was a thrilless tourist 
attraction and the patient traveles, 
when he got there, was rewarded by 
occasional signs of life from two 
companies of artillerymen, whose 


B.| vocation was to guard the harbor of 


the southern city from any suppo- 
sitious ill-wisher and whose vocation 
was regular rations and an ocea- 
sional practice with the battery 
guns. But now all is changed. 
The first change noted is in the 
fact that the tourist is dissuaded 


} from any interest in the fort or the 


Fort Rosecrans military reserva 
tion by the long, lithe new army 
bayonet dexterously yet tnsouciant- 
ly juggled in the face of the would- 
be visitor while he yet is about two 
miles from the main scene of the 
military secrets, 

But occasionally and with proper 
credentials, and after giving a 
promise never to tell about or write 
about what he has seen, one mar 
get beyond. And the getting bevond 
is well worth while, especially if the 
fortunate visitor is skeptical that 
America ia not getting her money's 
worth in this war—getting equiva- 


lent for the vast burden of taxation. ‘ 


What the censorship permits said 
is that Fort Rosecrans today, under 
the genius of Col. James R. Pourie, 
officially commander of the Sen 
Diego defense district, is a great 
artillery school, from which are be- 
ing sent “over there” hundreds af 
the finest trained soldiers America 
ean throw against the Hun and Ris 
horrors. Every one of these men, 
under Col. Pourie's patient tutu- 
lage, is absolutely efficient in the 
particular subdivision of the artil- 
lery service in which he is serving. 


If he isn’t he doesn't go across. 


Originally a coast-defense con- 
centration, the fort, under the ne- 
cessities of the war, has expanded 
in its functlons and endéavors un- 
til now are being trained there for 
winning the war men from all parts 
of the United States. Many are 
from the Pacific Coast, from the in- 
terior Western States, while still 
others come from the Atlantic séa- 
board fortifications, here for furth- 
er training. This great influx has 
crowded the military establishment 


down well toward the middle joint 


of the index finger of land, and to- 
day the camp is a cantonment in 
three sections, with buildings ef 
substantial construction rising any 
Way one may look.

Until January of the present year, 
ort Rosecrans, like a cemetery, 
was on the map.

Los Angeles, whose patriotism has

Not alone because the journey meant 
that its musical interpretations 
would represent the heart beatings of 
France. I was, and still am, aware 
of the fact that this is the “mother” 
of all orchestras of its kind—one 
nearing its one hundredth anniver- 
sary, numbering elghty-six men, 


among whom @re first-prize medal- 
lists of the celebrated Paris Conserv- 
atoire and professors in that institu- 
tion. 


If the orchestra were to come here} 


on a tour exclusively musical it 
would be an event; but so much 
more than music attaches itself to 
the visit that I am moved to think 
Los Angeles will regard the occa- 
sions of the two proposed concerts, 
which L. E. Behymer has been in- 
vited to manage, in the measure of 
proper importance. 

Some months ago President Wilson 
said to John McCormack that it was 
essential that some people having 
the capacity to do so much remain 
at home to “keep the fountains of 
sentiment flowing.” Well, that is 
what the journey throughout these 
United States means—France’s en-

its affection for the country whose 
fighting men are standing shoulder 
to shoulder with their own in the 
determination to make the world 
what humanity insists it hall be.

Mr. Key 
has been in many cities during the 
past five weeks and he states that 
all the enthusiasm over the project 
is enough to show how the United 
States regards the country that sent 
Lafayette to us in time of great 


need. 

It is the desire, Mr. Key tells me, 
of the French-American Association 
to have each concert (appropriately 
eaMfed “patriotic symphony concert”) 
be a community affair in the com- 
plete sense. To accomplish that, 
therefore, it will doubtless develop 
here, as it has in each of the other 
cities in the orchestra's itinerary, 
that a general committee win be 
formed of officers of each . repre- 
gentative civic, educational, musical 
and patriotic organization.

THE TRAINING OF 
REAL DOGS OF WAR. 


SOME REMARKABLE PERFOR- 
MANCES OF ANIMALS THAT 
ARE ALREADY IN°KHAKI. 


— — 


There are now t a dozen dit - 
ferent means of communication in 
the army—lamp, flag, heliograph, 
shutter, telephone, telegraph, power 
buzzer, contact-airplane, dispatch 
rider, carrier pigeon and messenger 
dogs. Round the last-named there 
is gathering a wealth of romance, 
for the dog's value as a messenger 
is being daily proved in the army, 
says the London Mail. 

There has been formed in England 
a dog school for training dogs in 
the arduous and important work = 
message-carrying under fire. 
messages are fastened in a pom on 
the dog’s collar; and, judging fro 
the excellent results the animals — 
giving, the time should not be far 
distant when the names of certain 
heroic dogs will be as well known 
to the public as the names of our 
greater generals. 

There is an amazing interest at- 
tached to the daily life of a mes- 
senger dog. Each aninial has a 
kennel of its own, which it is taught 
to regard as its own privats prop- 
erty; and this kennel is taken with 

the dog to its final destination over- 
seas. 

Moreover, the keeper of a kennel 
of dogs is never changed: thus the 
dogs regard one man, and one man 
only, as their master. This is an im- 
portant factor when the animals are 
taken to the trenches and liberated 
with a dispatch in the pouch. They 
return at once to the place where 
they know their kennel is and where 
their master is awaiting them. 

As soon as the dog returns with a 

message it s rowarded with food 
This reWard always takes the same 
form-—either meat, or bones, or 
seme other delicacy — so that im- 
mediately a dog is released with a 
message it dashes off home in antici- 
pation of the customary tit-bit which 
awaits it. 
To this end the soldiers in the 
trenches have orders not to pet the 
dogs or to give them any food what- 
ever. The idea is that the m nger 
dogs should have a very “thin” time 
of it, so that when they. are un- 
leashed with a message their earn- 
estness to get home will be stim- 
ulated. 

Army dogs are never fed until the 
day's work is over, and their ration 
takes the form of army biscuits or 
the residue from the soldiers mess 
table. 

There are many rules in connec- 
tion with the health and comfort 
of these canine messengers. There 
are hours for rest; héurs for erer 
cise, and so much training per day 
to be done. Thus the messenger 
dogs are always in the pink of con- 
dition; and they have never failed 
to respond most loyally to the sever- 

est tax on their patience or their 
strength. 

The messenger dogs are used in 
place of men and are called to work 
cver the fighting zone, where men 
as messengers would be in constant 
danger from enemy fire. Theit

A dog can creep or run in almost 
complete safety where a man would 
be hit, and the lives of many men in 
the firing “ae may be saved by a 
message carried by a dog to a point 
two or three miles behind. 

In one instance last year where 
the Germans launched an attack, 
messages of great importance were 
carried by dogs, which had to swim 
across a stretch of water to reach 
the headquarters with which it was 
necessary to communicate. On an- 
other occasion, in which the Black 
Watch were concerned, a cream- 
colored lurcher known as Creamy 
carried a map showing a new line 
which had been established, as well 
as an important message, and car- 
ried it in twenty-five minutes w 
aman would have taken three 
hours—if he had got throug 

Creamy was under heavy shell- 
fire during his journey, but came 
through unhurt, as most of the mes- 
senger dogs usually do. The per- 
centage of dogs lost is small and 
after a year’s work Creamy is 
doing his bit. 

Occosionally there is a loss to be 
recorded. Some time ago one of 
the dog messengers reached his 
headquarters with the lower part 
of his jaw shattered. He delivered 
his packet, but was so severely 
wounded that he had to be de- 
stroyed. In similar circumstances

Among the busiest people supply- 
ing the United States with war ma- 
terials are the makers cf chronom- 
eters. Great care and precision are 
necessary in turning out these navi- 
gating instruments, which are the 


most accurate, portable timekeepers 
known to science, 

Hundreds of chronometers have 

gone to the bottom wf the ocean 
since the war began. This alone 
would cause a shortege in the or- 
dinary supply, while the equipping 
of the new American merchant ma- 
rine creating an unprecedented 
demand for new instruments. Hach 
of the 2100 ships to be added to the 
national cargo-carrying fleet urider 
th Shipping Board“ construction 
programme will carry two, and 
many of them three, chronometers. 
At present there are virtually no 
chronometers to be — in the open 
market. Before the war England 
supplied the world with most of its 
fine chronometors. Chronometers 
are also made in America, though 
the English type still is most es- 
teemed by sailors. 
In ordinary times a good chronom- 
eter costs about $300. The present 
ce is $500 or better. according to 
e trade made. The supply in this 
country passes through e hands 
of a few experts, who are Going their 
utmost to meet the demand and to 
expedite the output of the manufac- 
turers. 


From six months to a year and a 
half are necessary to make and ad. 
just a chronometer. The mechan- 
jam is of the finest metals, and e- 
clally adapted to resistance to ex- 
tremes of temperature. A high- 
grade chronometer will keep just as 
good time if kept in cold storage six 
months as in ordinary temperature, 
while a voyage in the tropics will 
not seriously change i's time-keep- 
qualities. 

n appearance a chronometer is a 
small, metal-faced clock. It is kept 
in a wooden case, usually of mahog- 
any. and is swung on gimbals, to 
keep it always on a ievel. It is Sen- 
sitive to rough handling, and care 
is always taken not to jer it. 

No clock or watch has ever 
kept perfect time, zo there is always 
a slight gatn or loss to a chronome- 
ter. For this reason the chranome- 
ter’s rate of daily gain or loss ts de- 
termined by observation asbhore, and 
a card showing the rate is made out

SIBERIA, WHERE WE 
ARE FIGHTING NOW. 


BY w. H. HOLABIRD, 
(Special Contributer to The Times) 
Siberia compares in climate and 
physical location with the great Ca- 
nadian Northwest. Millions of Si- 
berian a are wheat lands of the 
highest grade, with a summer en- 
mate very mutch like that of the 
splendid Canadian wheat belt, The 
long hot days with summer rains 
and long sunny days are wonderful. 
The summers are short; the win- 
ters long and bitter cold. Even as 
far south as the city of Kirin, in 
Manchuria, the thermometer often 
goes down to 50 deg. below sero. 
Fahrenheit. The quantity of clothing 
one can wear in winter and not find 
it a burden, but a necessity, is hard 
to believe. In November I wore 
heavy Scotch wodl underwear, 4 
waol shirt, a sweater, a heavy woo! 
suit of clothes, an ordinary overcoat, 
and over all this a great coat made 
of camel's hair, and was none too 
warm when traveling by horse-drawn 
vehicle. 
The country around Viadtvostok 
(which is the great Siberian port on 
the Pacific, and a great commercial 


city) is hilly and wooded, not hav- , 


ing much land under cultivation. 
Getting away from the sea a hun- 
dred versts or mo (“verst” is the 
lineal unit of land ‘measurement and 
equal to 3600 English feet, or near- 
ly two-thirds of an English mije) 
the country flattens out a little, d 
farms are common all along the Si- 
berian railway or along the naviga- 
ble rivers. The population of all A- 
beria, just prior to the great war, 
slightly exceeded 16,000,000. In 
Eastern Siberia this population is 
a strange mixture of Chinese, Mon- 
golians from the province of Mon- 
golla, Japanese, Coreans and Rus- 
sians, 

Consult a good map and you will 
observe that the north boundary of 
Manchuria extends to the Amur Riv- 
er, excepting a strip of country along 
the Pacific Ocean, extending from 
the junction of the Ussuri River with 
the Amur southerly to Viadivostok, 
so the great Russian overland rall- 
way leaves Siberian territory far in 
‘the west, and for some 750 miles 
passes through Manchuria, a land 
of enormous possibilities. 

This peculiar situation physically 
makes one immediately eonclude 
that it is not only Siberia that is in 
danger from the Hun, but the vast 
fertile Wheat lands, and the rich 
minefal belts of Manchuria that 
must be protected, for did the Ger- 
mans once get established along the 
trans-Siberian railway they would 
never rest until they had regained 
what the Russians lost in the war 
of 1904-1905, which was all of Man- 
churia and a part of the great Chi+ 


nese empire.

Along the rivers the woodland & 
very dense, trees short and of little 
value save for fuel, being largely 
willow and birch. To the south, not 
far from the railway line in the 
Manchurian province of Kirin, coal 
is found in many places. To the 
southeast of Harbin, a railway junc- 
tien on the Siberian overland ral 
way, is the “Ever White Mountains,” 
a land of gold, of fine forests and 
the source of three rivers, the Sun- 
gari, the Yalu and the Tumen. Ex- 
cepting the Yalu and the Liao, the 
flow of all the 
land is genera northward; the 
waters teem with salmon, sturgeon 
trout. The forests are the home 

ok many animals such as the long~ 
hatred tiger, the leopard, deer, ante- 
lope, wolf and many small fur-bear- 
animals. Of birds there are 


creatures, the hunter runs some 
danger, however, as he will be hunt- 
ed by brigands, venimous midges, 
mosquitoes and fierce-biting flies. The 
drigands of this strange far-away 
land have been a menace from the 
beginning of man’s inhabitation of 
the land. I saw a group of these 
fellows who had just been captured 


about 10% miles south of Harbin. 


They rode the hardy Mongolian 
pony, the saddles were of the Cos- 
sack types and their guns of the 
model of a centufy ago. I shall 
never forget their faces, unwashed, 
unshaven, hair hanging in mats of 
filth and their eyes bloodshot. 

Ignorance of things generally 
known by every one in America i 
evident when one begins to inquire 
of a resident, it matters not of what 
nationality, except the Japanese; the 
latter know but rarely tell.

rest Basin Site Named ; Cost 


to be Million. 


Date for Hearing. | 


1 Los Angeles Harbor is to have a 
great floating dry dock, the most 
up-to-date on either Coast, it is 
said, costing at least $1,000,000. It 
is expected that work on it will be- 
gin within a week and that it will 
be completed and in operation with- 
in nine months. 

This was assured yesterday when 
the Los Angeles Shipbuilding. and 
Dry Dock Company filed an appli- 
cation with the United States En- 
gineer’s Office here for permission 
to dredge the west basin to a mini- 
mum depth of fifty feet for a float- 
ing dry dock capable of docking 
vessels of 10,000 tons. Capt. Charles 
Leeds, United States Enger. at 
once called a Hearing for next 
Thursday, when interested persons 
are invited to be present. The 
calling of the hearing is considered 
as a mere formality, as ebjection to 
the construction of the dry dock is 
not anticipated from any quarter. 

Speaking of the application, 
Napthaly, general manager for the 
Los Angeles Shipbuilding and 
Dock Company, said last night that 
no direct negotiations had so far 
been entered into with the United 
States Shipping Board with regard 
to the construction of the dry dock. 


START WORK AT ONCE. 


The shipbullding company, he 
said, is prepared at once to 80 
ahead with the dry dock on its own 
hook so soon as the application has 
been favorably passed upon by the 
United States Engineer's office. This 
is expected to be done at next 
Thursday's meeting. 

It is known, however, that J. H. 
Rosseter, director of operations of 
the United States Shipping Board. 
has recommended to Washington 
the immediate construction of a dry 
dock here, and the government al- 
ready has appropriated $204,000 
for the dredging of the west basin 
channel to the site at the plant of 
the Los Angeles Shipbuilding and
